Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 30-48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 30, 
35, 36, 39, 43, and 47 all require a scanning probe microscope with a reaction chamber 
attached to a base frame with a sample mount arranged in it, in combination with the 
other limitations of the respective independent claims 30, 35, 36, 39, 43, and 47, which 
are not disclosed nor deemed to be obvious in view of the prior art of record. Claims 44 
a scanning probe microscope that has an attached reaction chamber, in combination 
with the method disclosed, is not disclosed nor deemed obvious in view of the prior art 
of record.
